door. The mediums must be placed 
in conditions where it would be im- 
possible, and undesirable for fraud to 
be perpetrated. That is the only 
way. We have marvelous mediums, 
but they are all on the mercies of a 
coid and cruel world. They want 
much, their necessities are great, and 
they are utterly at the mercy of the 
whims of the people—the Spiritual- 
ists most of a]l—who ask of them the 
things that almost compel them to 
stretch their mediumship if not to 
break its primitive purity. 

What we want is for some person 
who has a large fund back of him to 
make a test. Itcanbedone. It has 
been done to a certain extent. Why 
can not some philanthropists who 
are desirous of doing something tan- 
gible, make a test. Organize 
themselves to a certain extent, and 
then arranging sittings with certain 
mediums. They must use discretion 
in the matter, not simply personal 
whims. Let the board consist of an 
out and out infidel, a representative 
of one or more churches, a Spiritual- 
ist, a scientific man, and one from a 
dozen different callings in hfe, and 
have them avree to meet regularly 
for a certain number of sessions. 
See to it that the place is one where 
no fraud can possibly be perpetrated. 
have a reporter, and let a perfect rec- 
ord of the events be kept. If any- 
thiny is done that can not be account- 
cd for, say so; if anything is done by 
any of the mediums that savors of 
chicanery or anything but genuine 
mediumship, say so. Do not show 
fear or favor on either side. If nec- 
essary, place the participants under 
oath and have them assert that to the 
best of their knowledge the manifesta 
tions were produced as described. 

We ought to do something to settle 
this matter one wav or the other. If 
it is unconscious mental cerebra- 
tion, let us locate the part that cer- 
ebrates. If it is fraud entirely it is 
possible to locate and settle it, while 
Spiritualists would be disappointed, 
they would be the first ones to wel- 
come the explosion, as the worst 
place for a fraud is among them, if 
detected. 

Let us get positive evidence of this 
open door. Let us KNOW ovreeives 
and give our knowledge to the world.

He cimed and illustrated by exper- 
iences that thought-force had been 
the means of killing people; also of 
healing them; mentioned Dr. J. R. 
Newton's great power to heal through 
the spirit power, thought and sug- 
vestin. He also gave illustrations 
of this power. His whole lecture 
was deeply interesting. Prof, Lock- 
wood followed with a few timely 
remarks along the line of Dr. Austin’s 
statements, also giving words of 
praise in behalf of the lecture. A 
few words of appreciation, given 
by the president Mr. Leo Manger, to 
Dr. Austin, in behalf of his faithful 
service to the First Spiritual Chureh.

Wireless Telepathy. 


Tht following from W. T. Stead, 
shows to what ends the practice of 
telepathy has been used. ` 

“I was present last night at an ex- 
periment in long-distance telepathy 
in which Dr. Richardson, the Ameri- 
can scientist, received by direct men- 
tal vibration, from Nottingham, 125 
miles, three messages, brief, no 
doubt, but precise. The messages

These words and numbers were se- 
lected by a committee in London and 
telegraphed to Nottingham at 3 
o'clock in the evening to Mr. Franks, 
who, between 7 and 8 o’clock, tele- 
pathed them back to Dr. Richardson, 
why had been kept under the closest 
observation, from 3 o’clock, without 
having a chance to learn what 
words and numbers had been chosen 
by the committee. In another ex- 
periment two out of three selected 
messages were correctly telepathed 
to Nottingham. 

It is but the bevinning of wireless 
televraphy without clectricity or elec- 
tric machines. 

DISTANCE NO OBSTACLE. 

The experiments added proof to 
the familiar fact that it is possible for 
mind te communicate with mind irre- 
spective of distance. The chief 
points of interest in the experiments 
were the long distance covered and 
the precise and detinite nature of the 
messages. I hope in time tobe able 
to transmit any word or collection of. 
words by the same method of auto- 
matic telepathy, namely your own 
handwriting without any volition of 
your own or the thought of some per«' 
son miles away, is far in advarice of: 
telepathing mere words. This re- 
markable instance happened to me: 
A friend of mine was on shipboard 
returning to England a few days ago. 
I telepathed him asking a number of 
questions. My hands began to write 
giving a full reply. This morning I 
received a letter from this friend 
which proved all I had written liter- 
ally true excepting one word in one 
clause of a sentence. The sentence 
was wrony because I had inserted a 
negative improperly.”

A person does not necessarily have 
to be deeply hypnotized to be made 
to experience illusions and hallucina- 
tions. If you have a very suscepti- 
ble subject you may show him an im- 
aginery dog and he will laugh and 
converse with you without even go- 
ing into a deep hypnosis—that is if 
you prevent it. 

In a series of experiments made 
with a good subject, one who readily 
entered the somnambulistic condi- 
tion, | commanded him to fix his at- 
tention on my outstretched hand. 
I said, “ You won't go to sleep, you 
will be wide awake; but you will see a 
strawberry in my hand.” I waiteda 
few seconds and then asked, ‘‘ Do 
you see the strawberry"? The sub- 
subject said, ‘‘ Wait a moment; it isin 
my head. There, I see itin your hand 
now.” I laughed lightly, which im- 
mediately distracted his attention. 
He looked up with a smile and said, 
“It is gone.” 

In another experiment I told him 
that the strawberry would appear in 
my hand and would not go even if I 
laughed and talked to him. This 
time his atteniton was more strongly 
arrested, and he began to rapidly fall 
into a deeper hypnosis, whereupon 
I snapped my fingers and released the 
influence. 

If care is used, a subject will see 
what you suggest without going 
deeply under the influence; but if the 
suggestion is given too forcibly, hyp- 
nosis will intervene. Hypnotic ex- 
periments depend upon the way in 
which the subject has been develop- 
ed. No two subjects are alike.

One day I was sitting out in the 
open air talking with a number of 
young men, one of whom I had fre- 
quently hypnotized. The conversa- 
tion happening to turn upon the sub- 
ject ot hypnotism, the young man 
who had served as my subject turned 
to me and said, “ I can hypnotize you 
you.” I smiled at him and then he 
told me to stiffen my finger and that 
he would prevent me from bending 
it. I stuck my finger out and he did 
the same. Holding his finger up be- 
fore me he looked me in the eyes and 
said. °° You can’t bend your finger.” 
I glanced sharply at him, his eyes fell 
and he began struggling to bend his 
own finger. After several futile ef- 
forts he succeeded in doing so. Then 
we ajl had a laugh at his expense. 

The glance I gave the subject chang- 
ed his suggestions to me into sugges- 
tions against himself. I may say that 
this subject is by no means weak 
minded. but on the other hand, he is 
rather set and decided in his own 
opinions.
